I do get some nut calls, his was not one. He knew details of the Olson case, 
for example, that I do not and I've followed the reporting fairly diligently. 

He do or% not have my books yet seons to have a ckarrkno .ledge of fact as well 
as the controversy about the Warren Report. 

He does not live near here but gets the Washington Post. Peterson's etory about 
me several rooks ago in the haryland section, he said, is wny he jailed me. Forhapa. 

But wait a month to call a 
stranger and talk for an hour and a half? 

He is articulate, intelligent, well-informed and seema to have some intelligence 
knowledge.

He has some reason for thinking I should talk to you about what you aired and 
what h» thinks you know, suspect or both. 

1 know nothing about these projects. *e did say that in an earlier form there 
was a proj ct with this name, in 1951, under a £r. Sidney Cohen, in Los Angeles. For 
all I know you may have aired this. 

t formed the impression during this conversation that thl 3 man had an Intelligence 
connection in tha psat. I therefore think it is possibles ha .ray havo sojug knowledge. Re 
soys I will be h aring from him again after I return from a trip I'll leave on Thursday. 

I asked him to hold off until after tho 21 »t> .iban there is a Calendar call on one of 
my Freedom of Information Act cases, one that has already been productive. 

If you have a transcript of the interview or can lend mo a sound tape ofVprefersbly 
both I'm willing to taka the time to pay close attention. If anything cock? o^this I'll 
be glad to give it to you. 1 can't *:©ep up with my major preoccupations now/ 

Pretty clearly this man is not irrational. He was subtle in his insistence so it 
can't fairly bo called insistence, but he seems to have some reason for thinking you an£ 

I should talk about this. I' a willing if you think it worthwhile. Unless ho has reason 
to beliove that these projects had a connection with aasaa ainati on a hi a reason for calling 
me of all people isn't clear. I'm not uneasy about his calling me instead of better- 
known people in the field because an intelligent man would know the great differences in 
our approaches, that I do ny own investigating and analyses, work with fact and not the 
popular speculations • That it was sugreated to him is not impossible.

opinion of the Post story is a* hit inflated. Or# that the Post story may not have been 
tha real reason ha called me. 

If hie call had not impressed me I'd not be taking this time because I can’t and 
don' t keep the hours I did for ycaro and I should be in bed. While it is not impoanible 
that he la an intelligent , informed thoorixer, I did not K*t this impression and in an 
hour and a he gave no indication of any o.cfa tendency. I did get the conversation 

to wandering to give him the opportunity. In the oourue of this, when he gave me the 
inconspicuous opportunities, 1 satisfied myself that he is not a regular reader of the 
Post or if he is, he is a selective one. When he turned the conversation to Terry 
Leader's representation of Dr. Gottlieb (which I had not know} and wondered I had a 
ebanoe to compare with Phil Direkkop, who has been in the Poet often and conspicuously 
recently. In ay opinion a Post reader in a distant rural-type area ia much more likely 
to read the aaln news or the Metro sections that the weekly su bur ban suppleoent. Oddly, 
while he said he didn'tkx know of ilisskkop he did know of the 88* case, which Phil won, 
an/1 the approximate time of its end. Nov that case -there is aao -her-had CIA involve- 
ments in the defense's allegations. The remaining one does not. -Si the rem a i n ing case 
H.L. 's boys are charged with obstructing justice. This ia the more serious charge. The 
first was a wire-tapping case. (They’re guilty in noth oases, if acquitted in tho first./ 

I think I hear further from this xaa. I can’t be certain but I think he 

knows something and didn't dare say it on the phono and fears tho mails. (With me he ia 
right fin both counts and I'll be aping over it soon, a emetine after the 16th, when it 
becomes possible under the law.) But if you have no interest, all I can do ia listen 
to whatever he is able to got to as. 

It is pretty farout, but if thia man still ha a spook co.nection be could ntx 
know that I’ve been after the CIA for their files on do. There are conscientious poople 
in the CT A who want the dirty stuff ended, 1 have been pretty forthright with theo lot-ing 
imow quite explicitly th>- 1 I have copies from different lilea of what they allege 
does not exist. They began by their general counsel insisting that they have nothing on 
me, but without giving me what I have thay/filvo given me stuff as far back ao when I gave 
Jimmy Roosevelt sate rial for one of FDR's more memorable fireside chats. That dates to 
oefore 1 was in 063. At the same time they gave me, shall 1 call it an accident? the 
proof of haw they lied to their general counsel ana tbs existence of files on me not 
checked ynri not disclosed. Farout or no*, I do not believe they art; thia stupid. So, 
improbable as it bay bo, I do not consider it entirely impossible that this stranger 
might be fed by people he once knew .or worked with. And what makes tills more interesting 
in view of b-i * knowledge of the fiwS-caso is that tlse 0IA hau me in a file tncy have not 
given me but parts of which I have that involves a central figure in that case who is/a 
friend and a*y be a CIA source, directly or indirectly. What mokes all of this more fascin- 
ating 1-s that as sous in the CIA have to know, 1 havr> a complete story I've never used on 
a CIA front that is unexposed to this day. Hot being able to sell the story I've been 
saving it for this suit. I'm certain they do not dare give me voluntarily what they nave. 
They don't dare extose their front. Briefly, it ia a part of CIA that seems to be other 
than CIA and is almost antirely unknown that engages in a special kipd of domestic intel- 
ligence. Or, if farout, not entirely impossible.
